That food 
is grass—grass that is sodded and perenni- 
al. The stomach of a sheep Is small and he 
'•its but a" little at a time, and wants that 
httle very often, and every two or three 
hours; hence h(- should be where be can 
gather hi* own foofl. The tendency ol all 
kind*-ol ^rum and dry provender is'to 
make sheep unhealthy. A little grain be- 
foie sending to the shambles is usefullto 
help latteo, but fa: is a disease and phould 
be avoided so far'as possible m alt breed- 
ing an!maU. Likewise should tbe oih'e 
' xtreme—viz.: poverty—be avoided, 
have seen sheep degenerate from poverty 
more in one generation than they could be 
improved in tro or three. I have se' 
tnuch :n (he papers about sheep loving bit 
N.r weeds, briars, sassafras and the like 
*nd they are g6od scavengers for a fou 
firm. (My sheep love tbe cultivated grabs 
es best. I rembcr once to hare killed som 
sassafras, with bheep, but I also killei 
aomc of my sheep. It was done by con 
lining tncm too long to tbe same territory 
as well as to. the same food, tiheep nee< 
to have their paature changed at least on'ci 
a month. And this new pasture isjm 
much to force them to sleep in a new place 
as it is to give variety of food. 
No sheep 


can be healthy long that: sleeps on the 
same place and over bia own excreme'ni 
every night;.—Fanners' World..
